TURK VILLAGE 
GREEK SHIPS 


Coast Towns Along Black Sea, 
Sea of Marmora and Aegean 
Filled With Refugees 


Constantinople, Juse 11.—Greek | 
destroyers have bombarded Karamur-— 
sai, a village on the southern shore 
of the Gulf of Ismid and there have 
been several skirmishes along the 
Turkish frontier in Asia Minor, Coast | 
towns elong the Black Sea, the #ea 
lof Mfarmora and the Aegean ‘are fill- 
ed with refugees, who have fled from | 
the interior because of the imminence | 
of the Greek offensive against the!

Britain Takes a Hand. 

When the Greeks recalled Con- 
stantine the Allies left them to 
fight it out with the Turks on 
their own. They have not been 
making a very successful job of 
it. In fact, matters in Asia Minor 
are going rather the way of the 
Turk. A few days ago he was 
threatening to sweep down on the 


| country along the Black Sea and 


the Sea of Marmora. Now it is 
reported that the British are sup 
plying the Greeks with munitions, 
and that British warships are co- 
operating with the Greek army. 
Logical as it seomed to be to leave 
the Greeks to run their own affairs 
when they refused to take advice 
as to who should be their king, it 
was probably a mistake. While 
the Greeks have been going it 
lone-handed, the Bolsheviks have 
been helping the Turks. It seems 
fairly likely that before Asia 
Minor is brought to order the 
Allies will have to take an active 
hand there, and perhaps put the 
Turks under guard. Constantin- 
ople and the Dardanelles can 
hardly be safe until that is done, 
and without foreign authority 
strong enough to protect them the 
other native races in Asia Minor 
are probably doomed to extine- 
tion.
